While on our way hoisne from Savannah 
Friday morning last Conductor F. M. 
Duggar, of the Macon and_ Brunswick 
railroad, related to us the following ac- 
count of the freaks of an enraged alli- 
gator: On last Wednesday morning Dr. Blaine 
and James Wright, of Glynn county, went 
out deer hunting, carrying with them two 
young puppies uuused to tracking and hunt- 
ing the deer. After remaining out in the 
woods several hours, they heard the paners 
running through the swamp and barking 
furiously at some kind of an animal. After 
a few minutes the animal was bayed by 
the dogs in water the depth of three 
or four feet.

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HISTORICAL TREES. 


Some of the Historical Trees Now Growingin the Old 
Botanical Gardens in Athens. 
Athens Banner-Watchman. 

Between two rugged streets in our city, 
with asmall stream passing through, is what 
was once the finest and most noted botanical 
garden in the south, the property of the State 
university. But years before the war, for 
some reason, it began to be neglected and was 
at length allowed to go to decay. Now there 
is nothing to mark the spot save occasional 
patches of briars and shrubbery—the rarer 
plants and trees having been either removed 
or crushed out by more hardy native shrub- 
bery. But in this spot there are yet stand- 
ing three trees that will for many years to 
come render it a place ef pleasant resorc to 
the antiquarian and thecurious. The first 
and most conspicuous is a weeping willow. 
The French government gave William H. 
Crawford, while minister to that kingdom, 
six switches cut from the noted tree that 
grows over the grave of Napoieon Bonaparte, 
onthe island of St. Helena. That eminent 
statesman distributed those to scions among 
the various public gardens, sending one tothe 
Georgia state university, which was planted 
in the botanical garden. This 
tree is still standing and in vig- 
orous growth, although hundreds of branches 
have been clipped from it. But for many 
years past the history of the tree —— to 
have been lost, and it is never noticed except 
by our oldest citizens. There is also near at 
hand an elm, with a history scarcely less in- 
teresting than its ueighbor, the weeping wil- 
low. This isa scion from the noted elm on 
Boston commons, and was set out by the em- 
inent Dr. Ward. There is also a stately oak, 
tnat grew from an acorn brought from Eng- 


land by the doctor.

DAHLONEGA, Ga., March 8, 1882.—The up- 
lands of Georgia are her gold lands, which 
carry a burden of bullion gold far more val- 
uable than all the cotton she ever grew or 
may grow, for, with the enlightenment of the 
prosperous new era of which Georgia boasts 
so much, agricultural industries are so swiftly 
varying that king cotton is going to the wall. 
The state has three and a half million acres of 
gold-bearing grounds. This area is inter- 
spersed with land which carries underneath it 
multitudinous mineral wealth, which em- 
braces fully 165 different minerals. Among 
the most valuable and useful of these are 
gold, silver, copper, lead, zinc, iron, coal, 
mica, asbestos, graphile or block lead, marble, 


limestone, granite, corundum, soapstone, 
kaolin, clay, marl, gypsum, diamonds, sap- 
phires, rubies, beryl, opal, tourmaline, gar- 
nets, emerald, cornetian, agate and other 
gems and minerals. The farthest south gold 
has been mined is in Meriwether county. 
(Juite one-half of the state’s area is covered 
with a formation of auriferous rocks, consist- 
ing of granite, gneiss mica, slate, syenite and 
porphyry. As it is, north Georgia has the 
OLDEST GOLD MINING 
camp in the United States—the Dahlonega 
mining district. Ried’s mine, in North Caro- 
lina, was worked by white men long before 
the Cherokee Indians, who possessed this 
country, were induced to show where in it 
they found their nuggets and dust. Never- 
theless, the same Cherokees sold -goid to the 
whites of Virginia and traders 200 years or 
more ago. The immense rings of gold forthe 
ears and nose, Which were worn by so many 
chieftains and warriers spoken of in Ameri- 
can history, were made from gold washed out 
and picked up by the Cherokees in this same 
gold belt of Georgia. They, too, had in their 
crude way learned the art of fashioning their 
gold into rings and other ornaments. In 
youth I used to meet hunters who 
had passed many seasons among. the 
| Cherokees; they had seen the Indians mak- 
ing ornaments. They made bowls or rude 
crucibles out-of soapstone, which abounds 
here in large quantities, and whieh makes a 
very superior ftire-proof crucible. Over a pit 
filled with pitch pine the bowls were placed, 
andthe gold melted to a mass, and before 
cooling hard they separated it into smaller 
pieces of equal size, as near as they could 
judge. Then another soapstone bowl was 
»laced on the ground and charcoal placed in 
it. Over this charcoal a plate of soapstone 
was laid. The coal was -then ignited. The 
artisan wno manipulated gold for jewelry 
had four assistants to aid him in his work. 
Kach of these hada hollow cane about four 
feet in length, through which he blew upon 
the coal in the crucible or bowl, thus creat- 
ing a white heat and making the gold laid on 
the plate most easily managed. Round, 
pointed jasper or other flinty stones were 
used, instead of rounded iron, on which to 
form the. rings. Flat, hard stones were used 
as anvils, and stones for hammers. Thus 
rings and breast-pins, necklaces and other 
ornaments were made long before Columbus 
discovered America, and before the beautiful 
Cherokee princess, Toccoa, had her vision in 
which she saw great sheets of white-sailed 
canoes filled with moon-faced people coming 
over the great waters to dispossess her people 
_of this beautiful land. There are legends, and 
legends never published, which the Cherokees 
handed down and told those of this region 
in their youth and before the moon-faced 
people drove the savages, so called, from 
these hills, mountains and valleys of north- 
ern Georgia, southwestern South Carolina, 
southeastern Tennessee and the southern dis- 
trict of North Carolina.

that they told is proving correct, that gold is 
everywhere, in valleys, in pebbly stream bot- 
toms, in wide streaks (veins), in hills and 
mountains. There are mills at work in Dah- 
lonega with 280 stamps pounding out the yel- 
low metal. New mills to work 250 stamps ad- 
ditional are in process of erection. The oe tel 
in the old camp where Calhoun, Clay, Cobb, 
Judge Berien and others mined, 1830, 1840, 
has begun in practical earnestness. Many lots 
have been sold this winter to capitalists who 
attended the cotton exposition and saw the 
rich mineral specimens of northern Georgia 
on exhibit there. Fully 1,000 stamps will be 
in operation here by the first of next October. 
The English owners of the — famous 
Emma silver mine, of Utah, have 
had an agent purchasing gold grounds 
and water privileges in this region during the 
last nine months. The ground he has secured 
for them is mostly on the Etowah river, a 
stream from beneath whose tides millions in 
nuggets and dust have been washed. A syn- 
dicate of New York capitalists have just 
closed the purchase ‘of seven lots of forty 
acres each, or 280 acres. Ten miles of grad- 
ing is completed on the Gainesville and Dah- 
lonega narrow-gauge railroad. The length of 
the road is twenty-five miles. It connects 
with the Piedmont Ajr-line railroad at 
Gainesville, and, when finished in Septem- 
ber, will be of material assistance tothe mine 
owners, miners and other citizens, including 
visitors who are coming into this region by 
hundreds. 
Georgia has seventy odd gold miils at work. 
One is giving a monthly product of about 
$7,500. From acaretul look over l cannot 
see why this belt will not produce $300,000 
per month this season, and be prepared, with 
sufficient machinery, by January next, to 
produce $500,000 monthly for the year 1885. 
The ore is here. All that is required to make 
an immense yield is energy, good manage- 
ment, scientific superintendence and modern 
automatic machinery. In their rather crude 
ways of working the mica, slate and other 
more or less decomposed rocks of this region, 
it costs but twenty-five cents per ton to mine 
and mill gold-bearing ores. 

DIAMONDS, 
Although no such weighty gems as the 
Pitt, Koh-i-noor, Saucy, the Shah, Pigott or 
the last great one recently found and now 
being cut, have been found in the pebbly 
bottoms lower than the hills and ridges of 
iticolumite-—their original matrix—thou- 
sands of smaller gems, from four carats 
weight, have been picked up in Hall county 
alone. No scientific or systematic search has 
ever been made for them. Yet here are great 
hills or ridges of flexible sandstone—the 
iticolumite of Humbolt, which in Brazil. 
as in Africa, give source to diamonds. 
That future explorations will show up 
treasures of the first gem none who tnder- 
stand their origin can doubt. Like other 
precious gems, the diamond when found, 
unless it has accidently been broken by get- 
ting between crushing weights, as great 
rocks has an uninviting, rough coat. In the 
neighborhood of some dykes of corundum in 
Hall county a number of sapphires, rubies. 
garnets and other gems have been found. 
What will result from coming careful research 
in the metalliferous and precious gem-bearin 
regions none can tell. Signs as unalterable 
as prophetic as science can give tell that / ex- 
ploration under care and experienced experts 
will show thatin our own sunny south lie 
buried’ gems as rare, as priceless, as beauti- 
fulas Persia or Brazil or Africa have ever 
exhibited.

TESTIMONY 
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a Vivid Realization of What is Travepiring in the 


Flooded Districts —- The Planters’ Tears— 
The Cattle in Danger-A Granted 
Protest—The Overfiow Receding. 


Written for The Constitution. 

One who has had similar experiences can 
vividly realize what is described as now trans- 
piring in the flooded districts of the west. On 
Red river the overflow does not come so sud- 
denly as on the Mississippi. The water creeps 
up from the back-lying swamp lands that are 
first inundated by the swollen bayous. But the 
planter lulls his fears with the hope that the 
worst will not come until it is too late to save 
his cattle, and he himself can only escape in 


his ‘‘dug-out”’ or his flat. An ominous sign 


of the overtiow is the multitude of grosbecks, 
which fly in tlocks like white clouds, or set- 
ting on some old ash or sycamore tree in the 
world of waters, cover it as with a shroud. 
Cattle make etlorts to the 
front, Where they stand on barren 
strip of river bank, pitifully lowing. Sheep 
refuse to swim and huddle upon some knoll 
inthe swamp, where they are drowned, or 
else perish of starvation. Whencattle collect 
on these little knobs of higher ground their 
owners sometimes keep them alive by going 
tothem in boats and cutting down trees 
where the starving creatures can get to the 
leaves. Itisthe “survival of the fittest’ at 
such times, and the ‘‘fittest’’ is not always 
what one would expect. Of three horces of 
ours—one of them a blooded animal—which 
remained on a knoll for days, leg-deep in Wa- 
ter and without food, the one which survived 
wasavery little Indian pony, not much 
larger than a Newfoundland dog. At sucha 
time, comic as well as pathetic incidents 
occur. A neighbor of ours, whose farm 
was under water remained, asdid many of the 
planters, to try and save a portion of his 
stock. Murky overtlow water filled his house 
to the depth of several feet, but did not cover 
his bed on its high old fashioned posts, and to 
this he paddled his peroqgue when night came 
on and tound rest in spite of his gloomy sur- 
roundings. But one night a grunted protest 
warned him that his. room was preterred to 
hiscompany. A sowand half a dozen pigs 
hadswam in and taken possession of his 
couch. He bore with this, since the porcine 
group represenied his forlorn hope of bacon, 
but the next night he found a more objection- 
able bed-fellow—a huge rattle-snake which re- 
fused to vacate his lodgings. Deer are often 
seen swimming out from the swamp into the 
wide expanse of water that covers the cotton 
fields, and when approached in boats they 
searcely make an attempt to get away. -The 
smaller wild animals show the same inditfer- 
ence tothe proximity of their human foes. 
Pain and ehunger render them tame. One 
who has never witnessed such asight cannot 
realize how wierd and wild an overtiow looks 
at night. The waste of star-illumined waters, 
the plaintive lowing of cattle, the torch-light 
gleams from peroques and flats, and occasion- 
ally the spectacle of a great lighted steamer 
bearing down, as it seems, directly upon your 
water-surrounded habitation. The receding 
of the overtiow is the signal for the slaugliter 
of fish—huge buffalo tish, gasper = gou, 
and blue cat, which the negroes 
in their dug outs, follow up through the shal- 
low water and kill with hoes and clubs in 
corn rows and fence corners. The water lett 
in ponds and pools from the overtlow is tilled 
with fish, which are taken in great quantities 
in seines and dip nets, until the pool is too 
nearly dry for the fish to be palatable, when 
they are left to the groesbecks, the vultures 
and the hogs. A dreaded follower of the over- 
flow isthe swamp fever—a disease so nearly 
akin to the yellow scourge that even medical 
experts often mistake one for the other. Veg- 
etation feeds rankly onthe alluvial deposit, 
but it reeks with vapors poisonous to human 
life.

The Assassin, His Manner of Life, and the Elegant 
Apartments Occupled by Him. 

St. Louis. March 17.—An editorial letter 
from Washington in the Post-Dispatch gives 
along account of a recent visit to Guiteau in 
his cell. The writer says Guiteau does not 
look like any of his photographs, nor does he 
resemble descriptions given of him by report- 
ers. He is, the letter says, a very common- 
place person, manifests great eagerness to 
get money, and presents no sign of lunacy. 
He is allowed to sell his photographs and au- 
tographs, and is receiving nearly $00 per 
day. Most of this money he sends to this 
publisher, Gibson, who is getting out anoiher 
edition of his book, ‘‘Truth,’’ at the author's 
expense. He has also given some money to 
his sister for things she sent him. Last week 
he sent $100 to Scoville, his lawyer; $50 to his 
brother in Boston, and $200 to his publisher. 
He handles greenbacks like a bank teller, and 
talks about different points and features otf 
his photos precisely as if he were behind a 
counter seljing ribbons or lace. Referring to 
Guiteau’s sanity, the writer says the only ex- 
ception to the man’s perfectly rational and 
common-place talk, during the visit, was when 
the name of Gorham, editor of the National 
Republican was mentioned; Guiteau imine- 
mediately changed his manner, and broke out 
in a furiousattack. With clenched fist, arm 
raised and gesticulating, he cried out as loud 
as his voice allowed that these stalwart papers 
were all abusing Garfield until God’s man 
came to remove him, and now they abuse 
God's man. This outburst was short, how- 
eyer, and after it he was again all calm- 
ness and business. Evidently he thinks he 
will not hang. He seems hopeful that in 
some way he will, to use his own language, 
“get rélief.”’ Heis allowed to read all the 
New York and Washington newspapers, and 
knows the change in public sentiment about 
Garfield. He seemed to be delighted at the 
publication of the Rosecrans letters. He is, 
ne says, well satisfied with his life, whatever 
the erid may be. He lives comfortably, has 
two cells, one to sleepin andthe qther as a 
sort of an office, in the most elegant jail I 
ever saw. He feels his importance and 
notoriety, enjoys ease, and for the first 
time in his life a regular am- 
ple income.

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AMERICAN INSTITUTE AND THE 
NATIONAL ASSOCIATION. 
eae a 

J. Orr’s Views on the Subject-The 
Fits @uainecs President of the Association— 
The Proposed Meetings at Saratoga— Dis. 
eussion of the Educational Bill. 
a siliimniecienaeneaees 


‘Two important educational conventions 


are announced for Saratoga in the coming 
summer months. The American institute of 
instruction and the National educational as- 
sociation will both convene in regular annual 
session there, and hold alternate and co-oper- 
ative meetings. The latter assembly, it will 
be remembered, met in Atlanta last July, 
when Hon, Gustavus J. Orr, of Georgia, the 
first southern president of the association, was 
chosen to succeed Dr. J. H. Smart, superin- 
tendent of education for Indiana. 

President Orr being yesterday approached 
on the subject of the summer mectings, said: 

The object of these conventions, and in- 
deed, the purpose for which both institutions 
exist, is the consideration of measures for pro- 
moting general education, 

THE EXERCISES AND ADDRESSES, 

The exercises of the National educational 
association will include papers and addresses 
by many prominent men from all parts of the 
country. It is one of my prime cbjects in se- 
lecting writers and speakers for the occasion 
to have every section of the United States 
represented, that the individual interests of 
each may meet with due consideration. J] 
am expected to appoint some eight or nine 
gentlemen, and the presidents of each of our 
six departments will have the privilege of in- 
viting others. Among those who have so far 
returned favorable replies to my letters of in- 
vitation are Professor Brown, of Vanderbilt 
university, William: W. Falwell, President 
University of Minnesota; Rey. E,. T. Jeffreys, 
President Wesminster college, Pennsylvania; 
Hon. J. P. Slade, Superintendent public in- 
struction for Lilinois, and Hon. James L. Den- 
ton. who fills the same oftice in Arkansas. In 
addition to these, Hon James G. Blaine has 
been requested to address the assembly, and I] 
am now awaiting his reply. 

“Are the proposed meetings attracting much 
attention in educational circles?” 

“Yes; a great deal. With all persons inter- 
ested in public education the matter is one of 
the most acute interest, which is also broadly 
felt among the people at large. Our great et- 
fort now is toenlist the sympathy of the gov- 
ernment powers In our work,”’ 

“Has the association met with much en- 
couragement in that direction?” 

“Latterly it has. Fora long time we found 
it hard tu get the attention of congressmen. 
Butin ’77 a committee from our association, 
consisting of Dr. Wickenham, of Pennsylva- 
nia: Dr. Hancock, of Ohio, and myself, went 
before the house committee on education and 
labor, and were listened to for the first time. 
We presented and urged the question of na- 
tional aid to education. and the Goode bill 
was the result. This bill proposed to set aside 
the proceeds from the sale of public lands tor 
alltime to come for educational purposes; 
and to make a distribution on the basis of il- 
literacy. This would give the south the lion’s 
share. Butthe north seems inclined to act 
very fairly in the matter, re- 
cognizing our need and the poverty 
of our state government. To illustrate the 
latter, | will state just here that the school 
appropriation of the state of Indiana alone is 
$11,000,000 annually, while Georgia will This 
year apply only $580,000 to the same purposes. 
In February, 1878, while the Goode bill was 
still pending, a southern educational conven- 
tion was held at Atlanta, in which eleven 
states were represented. Its sbject was to 
confer concerning the bill and adopt measures 
calculated to aid in securing its passage. This 
body sent me to Washington, where | gained 
the ear of 17 senatorsand 25 representatives; 
but the bill was killed by the adjournment of 
that congress. 

THE BILLS IN CONGRESS. 

This bill was but the forerunner of others. 
The question has been revived, and at the 
present moment three new bills are before the 
house. There is Blair’s bill, which proposes 
to set apart $15,000,000 the first year, $14,000,- 
000 the second, $15,000,000 the third, and so 
on for ten years. The whole to be distributed 
an the basis of illiteracy, as formerly provid- 
ed by the Goode bill. It is very liberal I 
think. A second is Logan’s bill. Logan urges 
the application of all the liquer tax to pur- 
poses of education; and he tov provides for a 
distribution on the same basis. The last is 
the bill of Mr. Clements, of Georgia, which 
is in substance: identical with the Goode 
bill. We have strong hope of the pas- 
sage Of one or another of them; 
and I am receiving assurances from many 
reliable sources that the aspect of matters at 
Washington was never so favoroble as now. 
Congress stems to haye become alive to the 
importance of the subject. All possible 
pressure will be brought to bear. Some of 
our Georgia members are taking a peculiar 
interest, notably Senator Brown and Messrs. 
Clements and Hammond, in the house. 

[ have here acircular just received from 
the department of superintendence of our 
association. It ‘is dated Richmond, Va., 
March Ist, and states that a winter meeting 
of that department will be held in Washing- 
ton, D. C., on Wednesday, March 22, at ten 
o'clock, a.m., to coutinue two days. Sessions 
will be held in the Congregational church, 
Tenth and G. streets. Arrangements have 
been made with the proprietors of the Ebbitt 
house to furnish accommodations to those in 
attendance at special rates. The circular 
further states as to object of the meeting: 
“Hon. H. W. Blair, chairman committee on 
education and labor, in prosecuting an in- 
quiry, under the direction of the senate, into 
the condition of common school education, 
has expressed a desire to gather from the 
leading educators who may attend from the 
different partsofthe country any facts or 
opinions they may be able to communicate.”

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THE CHIEF TOPICS OF CITY FaTH- 
ERS’ TALK. 


Regular Meeting of the City Council Last Night— 
General Macauley’s Proposal to Build Water 
Works—A Discussion on the Park Ques- 
tion — Petitions Granted, Etc. 


The city council convened in regular ses- 
sion last night. There were present Mayor 
English, Aldermen Beermarn and Healey and 
Councilmen Mitchell, Knapp, Ryan, Beatie, 
Adamsom. Johnson, Howell, Payneand Rey- 


nolds. 

The balance sheet was read and shows the 
following amounts as the balance of appro- 
priations on hand: Salary of officers, $16,- 
587 58; public buildings and grounds, $1,714 
70; streets and bridges, $15,472 08; schools, 
$34,750 42; cemetery, $1,935 15; sewers, 39,- 
000; fire companies, $9,800; paupers and re- 
lief, $1,238; police, $28,853 75; sanitary, %,- 
O78 51; gas and fixtures, $9,057 86; water 
works, $62.600; -contingent, $26,716 37; inter- 
est, $170,000. Total, $591,802 42. 

Among the petitions presented was that of 
Mr. Lynch, asking for a retail liquor license 
at No. —, Peters street. M. T. Whitlock also 
asked for a retail liquor license at 57 Decatur 
street. Opposed to this was a petition of citi- 
zens residing on Decatur, protesting against 
the granting him a license. W. A. Smith & 
Co. also petitioned for retail liquor license at 
450 Marietta street. Wiiliam Powers & Son 
asked for permission to construct two brick 
buildings, 25x100 feet each, with gravel or 
metal roof,on Ivy street between Gilmer and 
Decatur streets. 

The folowing communication was read: 

ATLANTA, Ga., March 20.—To the Hon. Mayor 
and General Council—Gentlemen: Observing the 
necessity in this city forsome prompt and radical 
improvement in the water supply, the undersigned 
most respectfully states for himself aud others that 
if your honorable body designs disposing of the 
present system either by sale, lease or otherwise, a 
proposition will be made tending to place Atlanta 
among the foremost in the country in water supply 
and fire protection, and at the Same time relicve 
her of most of the cost and all of the care. 

Awaiting your official determination as to 
whether the city proposes:to dg this herself or grant 
the right in any form to a private organization, I 
am your most obedient servant, 

DANIEL MACAULEY. 

The finance pay roll of audited accounts 
was public buildings and grounds, $39.45; 
streets and bridges, $4,919.51; cemetery. 
3146.86; paupers and relief, $44.50; gas and 
fixtures; $60.05; sanitary, $249.65; contingent, 
Total $6,287.63. 

The police committee reported unfavorably 
upon the petition of J. B. Jett for retail 
liquor at 27 South Broad street; upon a like 
petition signed by J. C. Chaffin, agent, at 148 
Decatur street, and upon the petition of 
Robert Stevens for retail liquor license at 65 
Decatur street. 

Upon the reading of this last report Coun- 
cilman Ryan arose and deplored the fact that 
the committee reported adversely upon this, 
a colored man’s petition. This led to a gen- 
eral discussion, in which Councilmen Beatie, 
Mitchell and Payne supported the report and 
advocated the temperance cause. 

Upon the adoption of the adverse report 
upon Stevens’s petition Councilman Kyan 
called forthe yeas and nays. The call was 
sustained and resulted: nays, Alderman 
Beerman:; Councilmen Ryan, Adamson 
and Harrell—i; yeas, Alderman Healy, 
Geuncilmen Mitchell, Knapp, Beatie, John- 
son, Payne—6. The tax committee reported 
favorably upon the petition of C. M. Farr 
asking that his licence for the month of Feb- 
ruary and March be refunded which was 
adopted. ‘The same committee stated that a 
communication from W. CC. Coup’s special 
avent asking for a reduction of tax to $00 for 
each exhibition had been received and that 
the committee reported favorably upon the 
petition. The report was adopted. The fire 
committee reported favorably upon extending 
the'fire limits as follows: From the corner of 
Walton and Spring streets along Spring to 
Luckie street, thence north along Luckie to 
Simpson street, then next along Simpson to 
Marietta, then north along Marietta to John 
street, then west along John street to Western 
and Atlantic railroad, then south along West- 
ern and Atlantic track to junctton of Simpson 
and Elliott streets, then south along Elliott 
street to West Mitchell, then southeast along 
Mitchell to Forsyth street. Councilman John- 
son, Payne and Beatie, the special committee 
appointed to secure ground suitable for a park, 
to be purchased with the $15,000 derived from 
the sale of Oglethorpe park, submitted a re- 
port in which they stated that Messrs. L. De- 
Give, M. B. Weed, L. B. Nelson, A.M. Reinhardt 
and John Stevens had agreed to sell the city 
nearly one hundred and twenty acres of land 
lying between the Boulevard andthe Rich- 
mond and Danville railroad or Air-Line rail- 
road, embracing the celebrated Angier 
springs and adjoining the Ponce de Leon 
springs. The gentlemen who propose selling 
this plat agree to give the park free access to 
Ponce de Lecn and an entrance 155 feet wide 
and over 1,200 feet long without additional 
cost. The report was accompanied by a map 
of the ground and _ its” surroundings. 
Councilman Howell, after the reading of the 
report, addressed the council urging that the 
question be recommitted to the city attorney 
andthe council asa body. Councilman Ryan 
opposed the expenditure of the money just 
at this time for the purpose of a park. 
Councilman Payne favored the adoption 
of the report as also did Coun- 
cilmen Adamson, Reynolds and _ Beatie. 
Councilman Howell again addressed the 
body saying that he thought the council 
should go slow in this matter; that he was 
averse to the purchase at once, and that he 
should oppose it under the existing circum- 
stances, and would continue that opposition 
until the question had been thoroughly in- 
vestigated. Councilman Beermann strongly 
advocated the adoption of the report and the 
purchase by that action at this meeting. 
Councilman Knapp indorsed the selection 
of the special committee, but said that the 
time was not far distant when there would 
have tobe two parks, one on either side of 
Atlanta. Aldermann Beerman suggested that 
the rules be suspended in order to hear from 
some of the gentlemen who offered to sell 
the land to the city. « The suggestion was act- 
ed upon, and Mr. DeGive addressed the coun- 
cil. Headvocated the purchase, and said 
that this piece of ground was more beautiful 
than $50,000 would render any other 

viece of ground near the city. 
He said that the consent of certain parties 
which had been secured to this sale could not 
be held always. He spoke at length, and 
said if the question was left to the popular 
vote he believed nine out of ten citizens of 
Atlanta would vote for the purchase of the 
land indicated. Mayor English, at the con- 
clusion of Mr. DeGive’s talk, called Alderman 
Beermann to the chair and addressed the coun- 
cil favoring an examination of the ground 
by the council ay a body before arriving 
at a settled conclusion. He _ said 
that he thought the decision to purchase 
ought to be by a unanimous vote of the 
council. He advocated defering action until 
the last of the week, during which time he 
hoped every member of the council would 
visit and examine the ground. He favored a 
purchase if he thought the city was getting 
value received. He did not want to buy 
100 acres more or less but wanted the exact 
‘‘metes and bounds” so that he might know 
exactly what he was doing. He did not ex- 
press himself as thoroughly satistied with the 
location, and stated his objection. The may- 
or closed by urging the council to consider 
the matter beforefpurchasing. The question 
was finally disposed of by a motion that when 
the council adjourn it adjourns until 7:30 
o’clock Thursday night, and that the council 
as a body visit the place designated in a body 
Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock.

AT THE LIBRARY, 


Objects of Interest In and About Our “People’s Unl- 
versity.” 

Simon Kinton belonged to a class of hardy 
pioneers, to whose exertions and privations 
the present race of civilized man. in the west 
is greatly indebted. He was one of the first 
white men who planted corn in the now great 
and wealthy state of Kentucky. He was born 
March, 1755, in Fauquier county, Virginia. 
He emigrated to Kentucky in 1774 and settled 
about one mile from the present town of 
Washington, in Mason county, Ky. This 
staunch pioneer, the companion of Daniel 
boon, whose adventures he emulated and 
equaled, died in Logan county, Ohio, on the 
bd April, 1836, aged about eighty-two. The 
deposition of Simon Kinton with his signa- 
ture attached, which makes it valuable, was 
taken on the 2d November, 1808, in Mason 
county, Ky., can now be seen in the public 
library. There can be ‘seen at the library a 
patent issued by Patrick Henry to Hugh 
Shannon, 15th July, 1785. The above rare 
curiosities were donatedby Mr. V. B. Young, 
a citizen of Atlanta, but finally of Kentucky. 
A curiosity was donated through Mr. Louis 
Seldner, of the Atlanta post-office. It is a 
supposed Indian relic pipe, found in Cherokee 
county, Georgia, March 16th, 1882, and _ pre- 
sented to the Young Mens’ library associa- 
tion, of Atlanta, Georgia, by H. W. Newman. 
Those who are interested in anatomy will 
find it to their interest to call at the library 
and examine the large opossum skull, killed 
in Thomas. county, Georgia, in December, 
1X78, and donated by Mr. John W. Covington. 
Mr. Covington claims that this opossum was 
as large asa good size pig; shot him twice 
with a pistol up a tree at night, and on exam- 
ination found that both balls entered the 
same place. The library is indebted to Mrs. 
H. H. Colquitt, Mrs. G. W. Leonard, and Miss 
Haiman, for quite a number of un- 
bound magazines, and _ popular - stories,

THE RICKS HOMICIDE. 


The Federal Officials Preparing to Remove the Case 
to the United States Courts. 

The hearing of the writ of habeas corpus se- 
eured upon the petition of Robert Bolton and 
W. 3b. Freland was called inthe United States 
circuit court yesterday afternoon at 5 o’clock, 
Judge Pardee presiding. The state was rep- 
resented by: Attorney-General Anderson and 
Solicitors Hill and Mitchell, while District- 
Attorney Bigby appeared for the petitioners. 
Judge Pardee held thatthe defendants hav- 
ing been arrested unuer a __ state 
process and being in the  custo- 
dy of / the State officers on 4a 
charge of murder the United States court had 
no jurisdiction to divest that custody under a 
writ ofehabeas corpus, but that if the district 
uttorney desired to have the case tried in this 
court it was necessary for him to file a_peti- 
tion for the removal of the cause under sec- 
tion 645 of the revised statutes governing the 
law of removal of cases in the state courts to 
the federal courts. Attorney-CGreneral Ander- 
son suggested that the case was not ripe for 
removal under the foregoing section, 
no indictment yet having been found. 
The court said this was a question of diffi- 
culty, and he would hear argument upon it 
which was set down for to-morrow morn- 
ing, the defendants meanwhile, = by 
consent of the parties, remaining in the cus- 
tody of the marshal. The court then stated 
it would reserve its judgment on the habeas 
corpus writs The district attorney was then 
advised to prepare and present his petition 
for removal,

SITTING ON A CORPSE. 


The Finding ofa Body and What the Coroner's Jury 
Found. 

Coroner Hilburn held an inquest Sunday 
morning near the street car bridge beyond 
the end of Peachtree street. 

Late Saturday afternoon Mr. J. 0. Harris 
was near Silver spring shooting and while 
thus engaged found an old barrel from which 
a terrible smell emanated. A slight investiga- 
tion induced him toinform Coroner Hilburn 
of what he had seen and on Sunday morning 
the coroner went to the place where he found 
the barrel, upon opening which a mutilated 
corpse was discovered. Upon the barrel was 
a card showing that it had been consigned to 
Dr. S. F. Salter, and that it was shipped from 
Philadelphia. To those who saw the remains 
it was evident that it had passed through the 
hands of medical students. The top of the 
skull was gone, and only portions of the body 
were in the barrel. The body was so badly 
mutilated that it was impossible to 
tell anything aboutit. After a brief inquiry, 
the coroner ascertained that Frank Lovejoy, 
a drayman, had deposited the barrel where it 
was found, and when Lovejoy was put upon 
the stand to testify, he stated. that he had 
been employed by Dr. 8S. F. Salter to carry it 
away and conceal it. Subsequent to hearing 
the testimony, the jury returned the follow- 
ing verdict: ' 

We, the jury, empannelled and sworn to 
inquire into the cause of the death of an 
unknown person found in a pine grove near 
Silver spring park, find from the evidence ad- 
duced that the body was put here by one Frank 
Lovejoy, acting under instructions of Dr. s. F. 
Salter, whose office is at the corner ot Broad 
and Walton streets, Atlanta, Ga., and that the 
body came from the Reform Dispensary under 
the control of the said Dr. 8. F. Salter. We 
recommend that the said 8S. F. Salter be held 
responsible for the body.

THE BUSINESS WEEK. 
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Bradstreet’s Review of the General Business Failures 
of the Country. 

There were 140 failures in the United States 
reported to Bradstreet’s during the past week, 
a decrease of 37 from the preceeding week, 
and 10 less than the corresponding week last 
year. The only region which showed an in- 
crease was New England, although very 
slight. The failures generally were of much 
less importance than those of the preceding 
week. The middle states had 51, a decrease 
of 14; New England states 30, an’increase of 
!; southern states 33, a decrease of 5; west- 
ern states 40, a decrease of 11; California and 
the territories 6, a decrease of 11. In the prin- 
cipal trades, the failures were as follows: 
General traders 23; grocers 22; dry sgoods 
9; manufacturers Y a liquors H; 
shoes 5; clothing 4; hardware 4; produce 
and “nhs ere 4; furniture 4; millinery 3;

I have read your columns in THE CONSTITUTION, 
showing that Atlanta can ‘truly boast of female in- 
dependence, and that women feeling that poverty 
with hericy handsafter the war had encircled them, 
went out in search of work, and did not want to be 
dependent upen an aged father or an industrious 
brother to support them, but with willing hands 
and heart soughtoutin the great field of labor va- 
rious positions, and filling them honorably and 
with perfect satisfaction. 

How proud must the young lady be who knows 
that by her labor comes the support for her aged 
mother, be itin any position, for ail work is hon- 
orable. During my visit to Atlanta I have been 
called to visit an invalid who had been afflicted for 
two years and her only support was a young sister 
who is employed by one of the leading druggists of 
the city; and when he found this sister was the sup- 
port of the mother aid sister he ddubled her salary, 
which speaks highly of the warm-hearted southern 
people’s ‘‘little acts of kindness, etc.’’ During my 
Visitin the south lean say,as a servant, I never 
found a nobler, warm-hearted people. They we!- 
come all industrious menand women, and while 
here I have tilled different positions, in order to 
test their regard for servants and especially north- 
ern people. 

I imagined when coming to Atlantal would find 
white servants not on a level with blacks, but only 
a little above them, und treated like—dogs, with lit- 
tle comforts of life; but my experience has taught 
me that was all a mistaken idea, for never have I 
been more kindly treated while [have been de- 
pendent upon my own personal efforts than by the 
people of Atlanta. When sick I was nursed again 
to health, and can never forget the kind southern 
lady who, after 1 was restored to health by her con- 
stant care and watching, all recompense being asked 
was that she felt toward meas herown. Neverhavye 
I been out of employment here, and Atlanta affords 
an honest living to every young lady or gentleman, 
and I think all are welcome and all will be fed and 
clothed who have any desire to work. 

Yet there are some young menin Atlanta who 
are not only a disgrace to their parents, but to the 
city, who loiter on the corner of Decatur and 
Peachtree streets, using obscene language and to- 
bacco freely, while the servant girl has to very fre- 
quently go in the street off the sidewalk to yee 

Every young woman who is honorable and indus- 
trious receives every attention in the south em- 
ployed as a domestic that she doesin the north. I 
have lived in the best families of Atlanta as a do- 
mestic, and in Cincinnati, Chicago, San Francisco, 
Milwaukee and Indianapolis, and my experience 
asa servant is, fora good time give mea homeina 
southern family. 

1 shall soon leave the beautiful gate city for my 
quiet country home in the far west on the banks of 
the raging Wabash, but I shall carry with me pleas 
ant memories of the southern city which soon, if it 
goeson at the rapid rate. be unequaled for indus- 
try, perseverance and morals,for Satan always finds 
mischief for idle hands. 

I should love to see a little improvement in side- 
walks, butall will be solid by and by. My brother 
writes me I have become southernized. I shall try 
toenlighten him on southern sociability, having 
tes ted it. W EST.

The following communication from aman well 
posted in the cotton trade will be of interest to the 
cotton planters: 
Formany years the cotton speculators of Wall 
street and the treasurers of northern cotton mills 
have Jaughed at all the reports of the condition of 
the cotton crop, and when the wprm has eaten our 
plants oran extended droughth has dried up our 
lands, our complaints of our hard luck have been 
met by the reply of: “Oh, yes; we have heard those 
stories before.’’ Now they have discovered that we 
really have just passed through a very unfortunate 
season, the ned of which is a crop barely exceed- 
ing five millions bales cotton. 
The consequence is, that our planters are discour- 
aged. andup tothe present time many have been 
forced to make their plans for largely reducing 
their planting. 
We now hear of the scourge which has visited 
our friends in Mississippi, Louisiana, and in fact 
the emtire Mississippi valiey, and to realize that the 
great loss of stock and farm implements fronmr the 
recent floods and overflows will prevent many 
planters in the ‘‘bottom lands’’ from making their 
usual crop, and it is estimated that the extent of acre- 
age planted in cotton will fall behind that of last 
year by at least twenty per cent. 
While, of course, regret‘ing the misfortunes of 
others, we hope the planters in the upland country 
will appreciate the situation, and wil] not fail to 
take advantage of this great opportunity and in- 
crease their efforts to produce largely in excess of 
last season, as there is no danger of there being any 
TOO MUCH cotton next fall, and it is likely will 
bring paying prices. Our roads are now drying up, 
andif our planters act promptly in securing their 
needed supplies, especially of fertilizers which have 
been offered atsuch low prices, they will make a 
right pretty year’s business.
